POLITICS MIXED 


No matter what party a newspaper may affili- 
ate with, it is its province and duty to look out 
over the field and note what is going on, and in- 
form the reader as best it can and as near un- 
biased as possible. 

~The present political outlook is hard to dope 

‘out, owing to a number of new elements, and 
there is probably going to. be seme surprises 
all along the line, owing humber of new 
angles which have never’ to. be contended 
with before, and because,’ a) cof the rapidly 
growing tendency of the Yoter to ‘be independent 

\ rather than “partisan. : 

Time was when it was considered little less 
than a erime for a man to go back on his party, 
but that time has passed.‘ Probably a majority 
of the voters today think more of men and meas- 
ures than they do. of party. This has to be 
taken into consideration, and it is very hard to 
consider, there being little to go by except cur- 
rent talk one hears at different times and places. 

There is_a self-evident unrest prevalent among 
the adherents ‘of all parties, and apparently féw 
of any party are entirely satisfied with their own 
nominees or platforms, hence the getting to- 
gether at Chicago of representatives of numerous 
dissatisfied: and disgruntled elements in an effort 
to bring about an amalgamation of all grievances 
into a coherent third party movement. 

A start has been made with a third party, but 
whether it will amount to much or not remains 
to be seen. It is not at al likely that the various 
groups can deliver their votes, or anywhere near 
it, to an amalgamation of the whole, because in 
Many of these groups is the adherent who can 


. See but one way and one thing at a time. The 


single taxer, for instance, as a rule can see noth- 
ing but single tax, and that ig all he is interested 
in. War, peace, wet,! dry, rain or shine are all 
alike to him, speaking generally, of course, just 
so long as he can-get his pet single tax theory 
adopted. Nothing else matters. This is likewise 
true of many of the old-time members of the Pro- 
hibition party. Everything’ else was entirely sub- 
merged—-in water. The radical labor organization 
and strike advocate is likewise all wrapped up in 
“that otie idea. So is, the Socialist, 1 Plumb 
Planners, oe 80 on down the line. One- 

time sires $0. ah ut. all. most, of ‘thes

Senator Bob LaFollette is a general favorite 
with all of them, for some reason or other, and 
so is Henry Ford. Henry is a good man for them 
to keep solid with, for they are going to need a 
campaign fund, and Ford is quite likely to be 
the angel. We trust he does not get ‘it in his 
head to take them all over to Europe in a peace 
ship, or anything like that, for they promise to 
furnish considerable fun and excitement here at 
home during the campaign. 

Senator LaFollette is a very bright and brainy 
man. We must all give him credit for that, but, 
unfortunately, during the war he got in wrong 
with the Government and the people, and was ac- 
cused of being disloyal to his country. We do 
not think “Senator LaFollette is disloyal, or ever 
has been, but, just the same, with that kind cf 
a drag, he is not. going to get very far toward 
the White House with the American people, no 
matter how many factions and feudists unite in 
enrollmg under his leadership and banner, We 
are afraid Bob's banner is just a little bit smeared 
up with smearkase and sauerkraut, which might 
happen to most anybody connected up too inti- 
mately with Milwaukee and Wisconsin. 

The Populist party came along some twenty-odd 
years ago, and cut quite a swath in a number of 
States. It also did quite a lot of good during its 
life, and many of its planks, jumped on as being 
anarchistic at the time, are now part and parcel 
of the laws of our land. Then it-passed on down 
the corridors of Time. The old Greenback party 
also kicked up quite a little dust, and if Ben 
Butler had not swiped those spoons he might have, 
been elected. And so it will be with this new 
political offspring. It will. accomplish good by 
scaring both old parties into better behavior, and 
if it does that it will not have lived in vain.

SEA FURNISHES MUCH FOOD 


United States Has Perhaps the Most 
Valuable Fishery in Which All 
Coast States Share. 

The United States has what ig sald 
to be the most valuable fishery in the 
world, but probably: not ohne person 
in ten Can name it. It is conducted in’ 
every “seacoast state from Cape Cod 
to the Rio. Grande, and from Puget 
suund up te San Francisco, and it 
yields annually about 115,000 tons of 
food as prepared fer consumption, an 
equivalent of 400,600 dressed steers. 
It employs about 67,000 persons, and 
ite annual product; as it comes from 
the water, is valued at over $15,000,- 
000,. There are other fisheries that 
possibly exceed -it in the ultimate 
value of their products, but in such 
cases much labor and material and a 
heavy investment of capital have. been 
concertiéd in manufacturing operations 
to prepare the product for the con- 
Sumer; as, for example, the canned- 
salmon industry “of the Pacific coast. 
The American fishery for codfish on 
the Atlantic coast, which has been the 
cause of much diplomatic discussion 
and of grave international negotia- 
tions, appears: almost. insignificant In 
comparison, its value in normal times 
hefore the great war being about $3,- 
000,000. yearly; and the shad’*fishery, 
the prospects of which each spring 
call forth mach coinment inthe public 
press, produces not one-tenth as much 
fvod...The most valuable fishery is 
that which furnishes us with oysters. 
‘Lhe bureau of fisheries has more than 
once called attention to this vast food 
resource and the possibilities for in- 
creasing it and using it to better ad- 

vantage.
